“What’s right and what’s wrong 
with the system?” According to 
State Rep. Susan Tucker (D-And- 
over), this question is constantly dis- 
cussed in the Legislature, Congress 
and among those who work with re- 
cipients.

ning stages for about 10 years, 
according to Ms. Hill. The numerous 
delays have been due to design 
changes and constantly evolving en- 
vironmental concerns, caused in 
part by the involvement of various 
state and federal agencies. 

Town planners and representa- 
tives of Vanasse, Hangen, Brustlin 
Inc., the firm hired by the town to do 
an environmental assessment of the 
area, met with area residents re- 
cently to show them the most recent 
plans for the project. 

Some of the residents were con- 
cerned with the amount of land be- 
ing taken for the project. John 
Godek, at 71 River Road, may lose 
up to 40 feet of his 75 feet of frontage. 

Others were concerned with the ef- 
fects of drainage on wetlands, the 
pitch of driveways changed by the 
roadwork and dust during road con- 
struction. 

The design plans are now 25 per- 
cent complete. The 75 percent com- 
plete plans are scheduled to be 
ready for late 1991 or early 1992, 
according to Ms. Hill. 

One possible change in the most 
recent design would be elimination 
of the sidewalk on the north side of 
the road. Sidewalks are tentatively 
planned for both sides of the road- 
way. One sidewalk may be elimi- 
nated to conserve land and to save a 
number of large trees along the 
roadway. 

Plans for the Andover portion of 
River Road call for traffic signals to 
be installed st the intersection with 
Federal Stre t at Woodland Park, 
and at North Street, which will be 
realigned with the Greater Law- 
rence Regional Technical School 
driveway. What is now the end of 
North Street will become a dleadend. 

A raised median will be installed 
from I-93 east to beyond the Andover 
Research Park. A lined and scored 


median will continue east into Law-

The Andover Historic Commission 
has submitted an article for the 
Town Meeting warrant that would 
delay demolition of some buildings 
a the hope of preserving the struc- 
ures. 


But the proposed Demolition De- 
lay Ordinance would not necessarily 
stop demolition of any buildings, 
according to Karen Herman, com- 
mission secretary. 

“We're buying time to explore al- 
ternatives,”’ Ms. Herman said of the 


ae ep bylaw. 

e alternatives might include re- 
moval of the structure to a different 
location by an interested party or 
parties. It might involve the pur- 
chase and renovation of a property 
by another party. Or it might mean 
simply convincing an owner to re- 
reo rather than demolish a struc- 
ure. 

“A lot of it’s simply an educative 
process,’’ Ms. Herman said. 

The town does not currently have 
any protective laws related to the 
preservation of historic buildings 
and sites. 

Doug Ahern, owner of Picwel 
Builders, said that while it is good 
for the Historic Commission to get 
involved with development, it seems 
like every bit of legislation is aimed 
at developers. 

“T have mixed feelings about it,”’ 
Mr. Ahern said this week. “I like an 
old building as much as the next 


Mr. Ahern said his business 
started out just doing historical 
preservation in buildings around 
Boston. He said the bylaw could be a 
hardship to property owners if it 
meant prolonging mortgage pay- 
ments for a long period of time. 

“Tt could put some guy into bank- 
ruptcy,’”’ Mr. Ahern said. ‘Some 
buildings are so old and decrepit 
that the only thing left to do is knock 
them down.” 

John Dugger, local architect and a 
member of the commission, stressed 
that the law will not ultimately pre- 
vent the demolition of a building, but 
said developers don’t like delays. 

“Anything that delays a devel- 
opment process is suspect,’ Mr. 
Dugger said. 


Structures subject to the proposed 
bylaw would include properties list- 
ed on the National Register of His- 
toric Places, the Massachusetts 


Register of Historic Places, or the 
Inventory of Historic and Prehistor- 
ic Assets of the Commonwealth. It 
would also include any buildings 
within 200 feet of the boundary line 
of any federal, state or local historic 
district. 

These include more than 800 prop- 
erties in Andover that are currently 
recognized as historically signifi- 
cant. 

“But that National Register status 
is deceiving because it doesn’t af- 
a any protection,’”’ Ms. Herman 
said. 

The proposed bylaw would offer at 
least some protection, according to 
commission members. 

Permit delay 

Demolition of any structure al- 
ready requires a permit from the 
building inspector. The new bylaw 
would trigger an automatic delay on 
that permit process when the build- 
ing is in one of the historic areas. 

A determination would be made 
within 40 days as to whether the 
building was historically significant. 
If a building is found to be histori- 
cally significant, demolition could 
then be delayed as long as six more 
months, although commission mem- 
bers said that would be the rare ex- 
ception. 

Failure to comply with the pro- 
posed bylaw would be punishable by 
a fine of up to $500 and a building 
moratorium for two years. 

Once a building is determined to 
be of historic significance, the owner 
would have a number of options. 

The first option would be to pre- 
serve, restore of rehabilitate the 
building himself. A second choice 
would be to sell the structure to 
someone else who would be willing 
to restore it. A third alternative 
might be to accept a demolition per- 
mit with certain conditions approved 
by the historic commission. 

If none of these alternatives were 
available at the end of the six 
months, or if the building inspector 
decided all options had been explor- 
ed before then, the inspector could 
go ahead and issue the demolition 
permit. 

The only exception to this bylaw 
would be in the case of an emergen- 
cy demolition, such as may be nec- 
essary following a fire. In that case, 
if the building inspector determined 
a structure was an immediate dan- 
ger to public safety, then the demoli- 
tion delay bylaw would not apply.

The accreditation process con- 
sists of nearly 300 questions that 
can be applied to every aspect of a 
camp’s operation, The camp must 
comply with 14 critical mandatory 
standards affecting the health and 
safety of campers. While many 
states may have some regulations 
regarding basic sanitary and food 
service concerns, ACA’s stan- 
dards go a step further in addres- 
sing the areas of programming, 
personnel, health care and man- 
agement practices related specifi- 
cally to camping. 

Camps must score at least 75 
percent in each area of the stan- 
dards and achieve an average 
score of 80 percent in all applica- 
ble areas. 

“Our standards program is con- 
tinuously evaluated and updated 
to reflect the current state of the 
art in camping,” Ms. Scanlin em- 
phasized. “ACA’s program is 
unique because it is the only na- 
tionally recognized standards pro- 
gram for all types of camps in the 
industry. 

“When parents and children 
choose an ACA-accredited camp, 


they can be certain that any im- 
pore questions have already 
_been asked, and answered, in 
ways that show the management 
of the camp cares,’’ she added. 

Camps Lawrence, Nokomis and 
Otter have been fully accredited 
by the American Camping Asso- 
ciation since 1968. 

Camp Lawrence and Camp No- 
komis are located on Bear Island, 
Meredith, N.H., and Camp Otter 
in Salem, N.H. Camp Lawrence 
and Nokomis, the YMCA resident 
camps, offer a range of programs 
and specialize in aquatics for boys 
and girls ages 8 to 16.

(Continued from page eight) 
since 1982, when prices increased 
only one-quarter of 1 percent. 

A 3percent appreciation rate 
for the year would be healthy for 
the real estate industry, however, 
suggested J. Thomas Marquis of 
Duxbury, president-elect of MAR. 

‘‘We had five consecutive years 
of double-digit price increases 
from 1982 through 1987, and al- 
though many people welcomed the 
equity growth, hundreds of others 
were quickly priced out of the 
market,’’ Mr. Marquis said. 
“Moderate single-digit apprecia- 
tion rates will allow homeowners 
to continue to build up their equity 
and provide expanded opportuni- 
ties for first-time home buyers to 
enter the market.”’ 

In its report, MAR also an- 
nounced that sales of all property 
dropped 9 percent during the third 
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Property’s average sale price rises 1 percent 


quarter compared with the same 
period last year. A total of 12,158 
MLS sales were reported during 
the past quarter vs. 13,233 in the 
third quarter of 1988. 

“Tt is only reasonable to expect 
that there would be fewer sales 
this year,’’ observed Ms. Pingree. 
“The record level of sales activity 
which occurred in the mid-’80s 
was unprecedented, and it simply 
would be unrealistic to believe 
that such a pace would last forev- 
er. 

“Tt is true the sales numbers 
may point to a slowdown in the 
housing market, but they do not by 
any means indicated a crisis. In- 
stead they merely mark the return 
to a more normal market for the 
next few years,’ Ms. Pingree 
said. 

In fact, the 1989 third-quarter to- 
tal of 12,158 sales is slightly higher 


than the 12,055 sales reported in 
the second quarter of 1986 during 
the middle of the housing boom, 
and nearly 23 percent more than 
the 9,895 sales closed during the 
third quarter of 1985.

Area high schools join 
forces on racism forum 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


For the past five years stu- 
dents from six area high 
schools have come together to 
explore social issues that af- 
fect their world. 

This year students — six 
each from Andover, North 
Andover, Haverhill, Lawrence 
and Methuen high schools and 
the Greater Lawrence Techni- 
cal School — are working on a 
collaborative forum on rac- 
ism. The students are being 
brought together by the Great- 
er Lawrence Educational Col- 
laborative. Their goal, says 
Erica Heartquist, an Andover 
High senior involved in the 
project, is to make people 
aware of the growing problem 
of racism. 

In Wellesley last October 
more than 40 cars, houses and 
buildings were defaced with 
racial, anti-Semitic and white 
supremacist slurs. More re- 
cently, a smattering of similar 
events occurred at a syna- 
gogue and private homes in 
both Beverly and Canton. 

These events, as well as ra- 
cial unrest over the Boston po- 
lice investigation into the 
Stuart murder case, have mo- 
tivated the students to face ra- 
cial issues head on in the 
collaborative forum, Ms. 
Heartquist said. 


The group is in the initial 
stages of organizing aware- 
ness activites both at individu- 
al schools and in the Gréater 
Lawrence community. The ac- 
tivities are slated for March. 

At Andover High Ms. Heart- 
quist is working with faculty 
adviser Patty Barrett and fel- 
low students John Starita, Ka- 
sie Kearins, Joe Iarrobino, 
Meghan Mueller and Andy De- 
benedictis. 

Some of the ideas for a 
school project in Andover are 
a schoolwide assembly and 
discussion of how racism af- 
fects AHS and a candlelight 
march to raise the commu- 
nity’s awareness of the de- 
structive nature of racism, 
Ms. Heartquist said. 

A final pecan in which all 
six schools and communities 
would be welcome to partici- 
pate is being prepared. The 
group would like to hold a pan- 
el discussion with members 
from the B’nai B’rith Anti-Def- 
amation League, the Boston 
Police Department’s Commu- 
nity Disorders Unit, the state 
government and other individ- 
uals who are interested in the 
topic. 

Members would like to con- 
clude the evening with an ac- 
tivity such as an interschool 
dance.

Police solve nine 


By Don Staruk 


After a rash of housebreaks 
frustrated police in early De- 
cember, detectives have ral- 
lied in the past month to solve 
nine breaks, two dating back 
to 1988. 

“In the last three weeks 
we've solved nine breaks and 
two attempted breaks,”’ Detec- 
tive Sgt. Kevin Winters said 
last week. 

Sgt. Winters said that during 
a two-day period in December 
there were six housebreaks 
and two attempted house- 
breaks in town. 

Those were among 135 
housebreaks reported in And- 
over last year. During that 
same time period police solved 
33 housebreaks. 

“We cleared 33 in 1989,’’ Sgt. 
Winters said. ‘“That means ar- 
rests were made or warrants 
were issued.” 

That 24.4 percent average is 
way above the national aver- 
age, according to the detec- 

v 


e. 

“The national clearance rate 
is 13 percent. So we do better 
than the national average,” 
Sgt. Winters said. 

‘‘We set housebreaks as one 
of our top priorities,’ the de- 
tective said. 

Off to a good start 

A single warrant has been is- 
sued for four of the December 
breaks. Two of those took 
place on Dec. 14 and two on 
Dec. 15. Those breaks were on 
River Road, Bellevue Road, 
Dascomb Road and Chester 
Street. 

Police had the description of 
a small, red car and informa- 
tion that a female had been 
knocking on doors in the neigh- 
borhoods where those breaks 
occurred, according to Sgt. 
Winters. 

‘‘We learned that an arrest 
was made by another town. A 
male from Lowell was in the 
Billerica House of Correc- 
tion,’ Sgt. Winters said. 
“When the suspect was ar- 
rested in Dracut, he was driv- 
ing a small, red vehicle and 
was with a female.’’ 

The suspect, whom the de- 
tective would not name be- 
cause he has not yet been

Two of the breaks solved this 
month involved the same 
home on Arundel Street. 

The first break was on Nov. 
23. The second was on Jan 3.

Access was 
through a window, at night, 
while the victim was sleeping. 

“In both cases, the breaks 
occurred after midnight and 
were discovered in the morn- 
ing,” Sgt. Winters said. 

Joseph B. Shea, 23, of 5 Ce- 
dar Road, .was arrested and 
charged in both breaks. He 
was charged with two counts 
of burglary and two counts of 
larceny under $250, 

Sgt. Winters explained that 
burglary is a more serious 
charge than breaking and en- 
tering. 

“It’s a more serious charge 
if you break in while somebody 
is home,” Sgt. Winters said.

fied with the answers given to 
the board. 
Legality issue 

A key concern had been the 
legality of the appointment be- 
cause of a possible conflict of 
interest. Ms. Hanson had just 
resigned from the Finance 
Committee prior to her ap- 
pointment as an assistant ad- 
ministrator in the clerk’s 
office. The town charter for- 
bids Finance Committee mem- 
bers from holding other town 
offices. 

Another concern was an al- 
leged failure to advertise the 
job opening in the newspaper 
and that other interested appli- 
cants might have been dis- 
couraged from applying for 
the position. 

“They were told that there’s 
no sense in applying for it be- 
cause (Ms. Hanson) is already 
going to get the job, that she 
was hired and groomed for 
that position,’’ Selectman 
Downs said, reiterating the al- 
legations this week. 

Who was making the allega- 
tions and who was doing the 
discouraging is still not clear. 

Chairwoman Ralston called 
Mr. Downs prior to last week’s 
meeting and asked if there was 
any way to get more time to 
investigate these allegations, 
according to Mr. Downs. Mr. 
Downs told her he could move 
for a postponement of any de- 
cision until all reservations 
had been satisfied. 

Mr. Barenboim also express- 
ed reservations just before the 
meeting because he also had 
received phone calls question- 
ing the appointment. 

When the issue of approving 
the appointment came up in 
the meeting, board members 
Gerald Silverman and Charles 
Wesson Jr. objected to the de- 
lay and moved for an approval 
of the appointment. That mo- 
tion was denied 3-2. 

A move to postpone the deci- 
sion was then passed 3-0, with 
Mr. Silverman and Mr. Wes- 
son abstaining. 

Conflict of interest 

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels 
determined that Ms. Hanson’s 
having served on the Finance 
Committee did not constitute a 
conflict of interest, according 
to Mr. Barenboim. 

She was appointed as an ad- 
ministrative assistant to Town 
Clerk Elden R. Salter in Au- 
gust of 1988. She became act- 
ing assistant town clerk in July 
of 1989 and was appointed act- 
ing town clerk this past Sep- 
tember. 

Ms. Hanson resigned from 
the Finance Committee a cou- 
ple of months before she was 
appointed to the clerk’s office, 
according to’Mr: Mahony. °

Donald Coleman, of 91 High 
St., was one of those who ex- 
pressed concerns to select- 
men. He said at least one 
board member last August 
asked Mr. Mahony to adver- 
tise the town clerk’s position. 

Mr. Downs remembered Mr. 
Coleman bringing up that sub- 
ject at one board meeting, but 
couldn’t remember whether 
the issue was advertising or 
simply posting the job open- 
ing. 
Personnel Director Lyman 
said advertising for the clerk’s 
position is not required by law. 

In a telephone conversation 
Tuesday, she said it is ‘“‘infor- 
mal departmental policy pro- 
cedure’ to advertise openings, 
but didn’t know if that partic- 
ular position had been adver- 
tised in the newspaper. She 
said the job was posted and 
that there were other appli- 
cants. 


“There were applicants oth- 
er than the recommended per- 
son,’’ Ms. Lyman said. 

Mr. Mahony also said that no 
statute or law requires posi- 
tions to be advertised, and said 
there is a ‘‘white-collar 
agreement” that all jobs be 
posted in the town offices. 

“Tt’s to encourage promotion 
from within,” Mr. arpa 
said. ‘‘We generally post a jo 
such as this for a week or 
two.” 

He also said that the clerk’s 
job was not widely advertised 

ecause the town clerk has 
also traditionally been a regis- 
trar, and a registrar has to be 
a town resident. 

Mr. Mahony knew for some 
time that Mr. Salter was plan- 
ning to retire after serving 20 
years as town clerk. 

The town manager talked 
with people internally and en- 
couraged them to apply for the 
clerks office position, but no- 
body wanted it, Mr. Mahony 
said. He also said turnover in 
the clerk’s office was high. 

“Nineteen people worked in 
the clerk’s office in six years,” 
Mr. Mahony said. 

He said two people were 
hired to be groomed for the 
clerk’s position and both quit. 

“At that point we adver- 
tised,” Mr. Mahony said. 

Mr. Mahony had talked with 
Ms. Hanson about the position, 
and with selectmen and oth- 
ers, including town counsel, 
regareng her taking the posi- 

ion. 

“So I hired her,’’ Mr. Maho- 
ny said.

says, explaining his roots in 
Scouting. ‘‘All males became 
Scouts.”’ 

To become an Eagle, the can- 
didate completes a major pro- 
ject. Frank’s was clearing out 
several acres of a Boy Scout 
camp. Matt built a pair of stairs 
at Recreation Park near Pomps 
Pond. Son Frank, who now is a 
civil engineer with a Boston 
firm, made shelving for about 15 
classrooms at St. Robert’s, and 
son Jimmy, now a civil engineer 
with a Winchester firm, installed 
room vents over the doors in 
each of the St. Robert’s class- 


rooms. 

Troop 79, which celebrated its 
25th anniversary last year, is a 
motivated troop. ‘This was our 
48th Eagle,’’ says Mr. Griggs, 
who has been motivated enough 
to serve on Andover’s School 
Committee for six years begin- 
ning about 1970, and who com- 
pleted a three-year term on the 
Finance Committee last sum- 
mer. 

According to Frank, 48 Eagles 
is a badge of honor. ‘‘That’s a lot 
of Eagles,’’ he says. “It becomes 
a tradition. Boys see other boys 
making it. We push them.” 

Why? 


“It’s good for them later in 
life,” answers Mr. Griggs. ‘“The 
whole thrust is to train leaders. 
You can’t make Eagle without 
having served in leadership posi- 
tions.” 

The Eagle Scout project itself 
is meant to give young men a 
chance to plan, mobilize people 
and execute a project, according 
to Mr. Griggs. 

Friday, members of Troop 79 
honored Matt in the traditional 
Eagle honor court. His brother 
Jimmy gave him the charge. 
And his mother pinned the tales 
on her youngest son. Matt, in 
turn, pinned a little Eagle pin on 
his mother. Brother Frank 
signed Matt into the National Ea- 
gle Scout Association and 
awarded him Eagle mem- 
bership. 

Matt received letters of con- 
gratulations from state rep- 
resentatives, President Bush and 
Vice President Quale, Andover 
officials, Bernard Cardinal Law 
and the Rev. Arthur J. Driscoll, 
pastor of St. Robert’s. In addi- 
tion, the ceremony includes a 
slide show, a sort of ‘‘this is your 
life’”’ in Scouting. 

Matt believes he, too, will re- 
main active in Scouting. Cur- 
rently, he’s troop advancement 
chairman. Will he ever be a 
scoutmaster? 

“T hope so, some day, when I 
get settled down.”
